Did time allow, and were | able to do so fit- 
tingly, we might profitablv review their char- 
acters. In strength and beauty they were 
alike, in all else in marked contrast. Gar- 
field feared individual responsibility; * Hill 
courted it with the 
DASH OF SERGEANT JASPER 

and the cool courage of Troup. Garfield be- 
longed to clubs and was fond cf society; Hill 
belonged to no association but the church 
and cared naught for company except that of 
the few whom he saw intimately at his home. 
Garficid was a man of varied intormation and 
with the best literature of his 

Hill read nothing but 
law and politics, with occasional 
recreations with Miiton or Shakespeare. 
Each comnbinea the rare. powers of speaking 
welland writing well. Garfield’s style was 
more polished; Hill’s stronger, and I think 
grander.

There was a special session of the city coun- 
cil last night at Mayor English’s office.

by electricity, and read letters from the offi- 
cials of many southern cities indorsing his 
system.

Among the letters read by Professor Avery 
was the tollowing from Louisville: 

LovisvILLe, Ky., August 15, 1882.—To the 
Honorable Mayor of Atlanta—Dear Sir: I 
understand your city authorities are hesita- 
ting some on the question of allowing the 
electric light company of your city to erect 
polés and run the wires overground. At first 
i feltalike hesitation, and investigated the 
subject fully, after which the grant was made 
here. During nearly a year's experience, I 
see no reason why harm should come to either 
person or propertywhen erected, as done here, 
But 1 would suggest that the wire of the main 
line be contined exclusively to poles, and 
running above. the telephone wires when 
practicable. These points looked to, the lia- 
bility to accident is very remote. This fact 
is made apparentand confirmed by the under- 
writers who make no alteration in prices of 
insurance because of the introduction of the 
electric light.

OPENING OF THE CONGRESSIONAL 
CAMPAIGN, 


Deseription of # Fruit Farm on Kennesaw Mouz- 
tain—Notes From Alabsma—McDani"l’s Mettie 
-Five Thousand Dollar Fire—Fort Val- 
ley Well—Elberton’s Thanksgiving. 


Bpecial Correspondence of The Constitution. 
GAINESVILLE, August 18.—The campaign 
has opened in the ninth district in dead 
earnest. Mr. Speer has made two speeches, 
one at Athens and one at Gainesville. He 
aroused no enthusiasm at either place except 
among his clacquers and the colored voters 


who were favorable to hit. 

Here he had the disadvantage of appearing 
in a county that is the home of his opponent 
and almost solid for him. The Speer men 
admit that Candler is going to make a strong 
race. The ‘“‘young” independent has started 


on a vigorous canvass of the entire district. 
From all parts of the district 
comes the news that the democrats 
are highly satisfied with the nomination. 
Mr. Candler’s high character and eminent 
usefulness as a citizen have made a host of 
friends who will give him a most cordial sup- 
port. He has gone into the canvass with his 
whole soul. Hischief business concern now 
is the completion of the railroad from 
Gainesville to Dahlonega. He super- 
interna the work every day. 
The treck will soon be laid to the Chattahoo- 
ehee river, and then Mr. Candler will have a 
rest of about thirty days. That time he will 
devote entirely to the canvass. It may not 
be convenient for him to arrange his dates so 
as to meet Mr. Speer'’s appointments and 
make a joint canvass of the district, but as 
both candidates will be active, their path will 
»yrobably cross before the c ampaign closes, 
DEMOCRATS CONFIDENT. 

The confidence of the democrats in the suc- 
cess of their man is rising every day. A large 
number of well known Speer men have an- 
nounced that they will support Mr. Candler 
in this contest, and several of them are men 
of large intluence in their respective counties, 
[tis admitted that the chances appear véry 
much in Mr. Speer’s favor, he having been 
elected by 4,000 majority to the present con- 
gress, but this fact is only redoubling the en- 
ergies of the democrats. The¥ are confident 
of yaining on the independent-democratic- 
republican candidate with a steadiness that 
will overtake him before election day. With 
a plucky _ leader they are going 
to put up a fight that will 
satisfy their opponents. The district contains 
twenty counties, séve ‘ral of which are very 
hard of access. A canvass up there ise nough 
to tax the energies of body as well as of mind. 
Both candidates mean to face these difficul- 
ties. The voters of the ninth will have the 
issue squarely presented to them, and the 
heaviest vote ever polled in the district may 
be expected. 

GAINESVILLE, August ~Hon. Emory 
Speer, the independent peieenae of the 
ninth; opened the campaign here to-day in a 
two hours’ speech, at College chape 1, com- 
mencing at 11:30 o'clock a.m., and stormed 
the ‘fort’? by the repetition of his speech 
which he has delivered fifty times, more or 
at every court house in the ninth con- 
gressional district. He was introduced by 
Colonel W. L. Marler, and commenced the 
recital of his wrongs, making a strong appeal 
for the sympathies of his auditors.

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An Interesting Fruit Farm on Kenne*taw Mountian- 
Faetsa and Figures. 
Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

Marretra, August 17.—Rising from annd 
plains and ciothed to its summit in 
‘stands the battle-scarred, historic Ken- 
nesaw, 1,800 feet above the sea. The natural 
oe: ince of the timber suggested to Mr. W. 
J. M. Hlames an experiment which has proved 
a ae In the fall of 1879 Mr. 
Hames purchased and cleared a tract of six- 
iat re Ss situs ited on the northeastern slope 
of feet. He cut away 
and laid bare a rich black 
h a character that it does 
not require terrac Ing. It either absorbs the 
rain or turns it otf without washing. The 
first planting of trees made — fall of *79 
was entirely destroved by but putting 
up a stock-proof fe nce of six strands barb- 
«3 wire, Mr. Hames planted again. He now 
has 144) peach trees planted in rows twe nty 
feet aparteach way. This year their yiéld 
was small, but next year he expects to gather 
ushels and the year following 5,000 to 
1000 bushels. Owing to the sunny exposure, 
it receiving the sun [rom = till setting, 
and to the even temperature, the fruit ripens 
from one to two weeks earlier than upon the 
surrounding plains. 

Blight or insects do not trouble the trees 
or fruit, and such a thing as a rotten peach is 
unknown. Last February Mr. Hames planted 
500 grapevines in the rows with the peach 
trees. They are of the Concord variety, and 
ripen very early.

From this ec oni parison ot ~ figures, we 
that we have gained overa hundred polls since 
last year; thatthe number of acres of land 
has decreased 15,286 acres since last year. 
This is dueto a new law, which requires wild 
land to be given in and taxed in the county 
where itissituated.

The Recent Lynch'ng In LaFayette—A Sad Shooting 
Affair—Death of Sen Hiil, Ete.

LaFayetrre, Ala., August 18.—The recent 
lynching in this place of the two negro mur- 
derers is, of course, the sensation of the hour. 
lt is unnecessary to say that this lawlessness 
is unequivoce ally and strongly condemned by 
the entire people, who express themselves on 
the subject. .

He 
had several times made an effort to shoot the 
dog, but without effect. On the night in 
quéstion Mr. Johnson’s niece, a young lady 
of 18 vears, was spending the night with his 
daughter, her cousin, ef the same age. Some 
young gentlemen had called, and after spend- 
ingan houror two, left. The young ladies 
continued to occupy the front ‘piazza for 
some time after the gentlemen left, laughing 
and chattering. Mrs. Johnson and her hus- 
band, who had retired, were aroused by the 
noise the girls were making, and thinking it 
was the obnoxious dog, she called her hus- 
land and remarked that the dog was then out 
on the piazza. Mr. Johnson arose, got his 
gun, and being not fully awake, went out the 
door, and seeing something white atthe far- 
ther end of the piazza, fired away, . believing 
the object to be the white dog. What was 
his consternation: after firing to hear shrieks 
anda fall. Rushing up he discovered that he 
had kitled his own niece—the entire charge 
going through herstomach, His own daugh- 
ter was slightly wounded.
